The  door  is  the  vital 
part  of  any  architectural 
scheme.  The  architecture 
of  a  school  building  is  often 
symbolic  of  the  spirit  of  the 
learners.  We  believe  this 
is  true  of  the  archway  over 
the  doors  of  the  London 
Bible  Institute. 

No  stone  in  a  given 
structure  is  superfluous! 
Each  one  has  been  placed 
by  the  architect  to  fulfil  a 
purpose  in  his  design.  Though  all  are  not  of  equal  beauty  or 
prominence,  even  the  least  of  them  cannot  be  removed  without 
damage  to  the  whole.  Each  student  and  each  faculty  member 
of  our  school  has  been  chosen  of  God  and  placed  here  with 
definite  purpose.

The  keystone  of  an  arch  is  the  central  stone  upon  which 
the  strength  of  the  arch  depends.

History

In  1935  Dr.  J.  W.  Mahood  answered  the  call  of  God  and  came  to  London 
to  found  the  London  Bible  Institute.  Dr.  Mahood,  for  many  years  field  repre- 
sentative of  Moody  Bible  Institute,  had  retired  to  a  Californian  pastorate  but 
readily  relinquished  this  to  do  what  he  believed  was  a  divinely  designated 
task. 

In  a  few  weeks,  bi-weekly  night  classes  were  started  in  the  London  Gospel 
Tabernacle  and  in  1938  the  building  at  517  Queens  Avenue  was  purchased, 
day  classes  were  organized,  and  the  school  became  a  chartered  Institute. 

In  1944,  at  the  age  of  81,  Dr.  Mahood  resigned  the  presi- 
dency of  the  school  and  Rev.  James  N.  Bedford  succeeded  him 
on  Feb.  1 ,  1 945.  During  that  summer,  because  of  the  increased 
enrolment  of  students,  the  school  moved  to  its  new  larger 
home  at  518  Queens  Avenue.  In  September,  1947,  a  dedicatory 
service  was  held  and  the  school  building  was  given  the  official 
name  of  Mahood  Hall  in  honour  of  our  beloved  founder.

STATEMENT  OF  FAITH

The  President's  Message  to  the  Class  of  '49 

Now  that  your  days  of  preparation  at  L.B.I,  are  over,  and  you  are  entering  upon  a  life  task,  I  should 
like  to  have  you  consider  with  me,  what  is  the  greatest  need  of  the  Church  today.  Is  it  more  orthodoxy? 
Is  it  machinery?  Is  it  movements,  ecumenical  or  otherwise?  Not  at  all!  The  greatest  need  of  the 
Church  today  is  an  honest,  heaven-sent  revival!  It  is  not  a  mere  revival  of  form  without  fact,  nor  of 
word  without  heart,  but  one  in  which  the  Spirit  of  God  has  awakened  the  love  of  the  Lord  Jesus  in 
human  souls,  kindling  a  passion  to  win  the  lost,  and  a  willingness  to  step  out  of  sight  that  the  Spirit  of 
God  may  do  His  work.  What,  then,  is  your  place  in  this  scheme  of  things?  Will  you  live  for  "men, 
movements,  machinery,  and  the  inevitable  monuments",  or  will  you  live  for  the  Lord  Jesus  alone? 

I  would  leave  with  you  the  word  of  the  Lord  unto  Zerubbabel,  "Not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but 
by  my  Spirit  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts".  The  task  that  awaits  you  is  tremendous.  Never  before  has  the 
call  for  service  abroad  and  at  home  been  more  demanding,  more  exacting,  than  today,  "and  who  is 
sufficient  for  these  things?"  In  the  midst  of  a  changing  world,  remember  that  the  weapons  of  your 
warfare  have  not  changed.  They  are  not  carnal  but  spiritual,  and  are  "mighty  through  God  to  the 
pulling  down  of  strongholds".  I  earnestly  covet  for  you  a  Spirit-enabled  ministry.  Your  Bible  School 
training  is,  at  best,  but  a  foundation.  Submit  all  that  you  have  to  the  mind  and  power  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  that  your  ministry  may  count,  not  for  time,  but  for  eternity,  remembering  Peter's  exhortation, 
"Humble  yourselves,   therefore,   under  the  mighty   hand  of  God,  that  He  may  exalt  you  in  due  time."
